of the Great Lakes worst ship fire in a century said they 
thought the number of dead might mount as high as 226. 
The fire, which raced through the wooden deck structure 
of the 36-year-old vessel, broke out while most of those aboard 
were sleeping. Operating officials put the number aboard 
at 512 passengers and 170 crew members.

National headquarters 
reported it was being flooded with 
telephone calls from anxious rela- 
tives in the United States and On- 
tario inquiring about survivors. 

A central registry for all per- 
sonnel aboard the ship was estab- 
lished in a downtown hotel. Head- 
quarters is compiling a list of the 
survivors, a Red Cross official 
said. 

Men, Women Fight to Escape. 

Survivors who started out a 
holiday trip yesterday—the ship 
tied up at the Toronto pier at 6 
o’clock last night after cruising 
through Lake Erie and crossing 
Lake Ontario — said screaming, 
pushing men and women fought 
to get off the ship. 

Fellow passengers described J. 
Donald Church of Silver Lake O., 
as one of the heroes. He went 
out in a rowboat to pick up 
three men struggling in the water 

and got them close to the dock 
before the boat capsized. Church 
in the bar having a late 
drink, 

“Somebody noticed flames com- 
ing out of a little laundry cup- 
board not far away,” he said. “I 
called for someone to come from 
the purser’s deck and a crewman 
came up with an extinguisher. 
Another crewman and I dragged 
a big fire hose about 20 feet to 
the fire. It was turned on but 
just a few drops of water trickled 
out.”

“We put that fire out with a 
hose without much trouble and 
moved the ship away from the 
dock until the Noronic fire died 
down,” he said. 


Sister Ship Burned in 1945. 

A striking parallel to the end of 
the Noronic was the fate of its 
sister ship, the Hamonic, which 
went down in flames four years 


ago at Point Edward, Near Sarnia, 


Ont. However, all except one of 
the 325 of the passengers and 
crewmen aboard the Hamonic 
were saved. 

“A miraculous combination of 
circumstances” was credited by an 
investigating board with prevent- 
ing loss of life on the Hamonic. 
Passengers aboard the vessel 
idly watched a small fire in the 
dock’s freight sheds as the vessel 
docked at Point Edward, July 17,

ship line, said he was “very lucky” 
to. escape in his underwear and 
without shoes.

Eighteen fire trucks and two 
fire boats, called by three alarms, 
fought a futile battle against the 
blaze at the Canada Steamship 
Line’# pier, at the foot of Bay 
street. 

Steel lifeboats on the starboard 
side of the upper deck alongside 
the pier were crumpled like wet

6 dozen hoses kept playing 
on the wreckage while the search 
for bodies went on. 

As the burned bodies were hand- 
ed up from the amidships area 
where the bar was, they were 

in tarpaulins and laid on 
the pier in the haze of smoke and 


steam. 

Bobbing life belts floated in the 
water near the pier. Lifeboat 
crews dragged for bodies of any 
who might have drowned in their 
frantic attempts to escape by 
plunging into the water or sliding 


down ropes. 
“Bediam,” Survivor Says. 

David James of Toronto and 
Catharine Card of Guelph, Ont., 
said they had just disembarked 
from the Kingston, another ship 
docked nearby, when the Noronic 
burst into flames. 

“Tt was terrible,” James said. 
“People in night clothes ran 
screaming on to the decks and 
didn’t seem to know where to go. 
As many as could slid down the 
Unes and a lot more jumped into 
the water. 

Mr. and Mrs. Alec Bremner said 
panic broke out on board when 
the alarm was given. The Brem- 
ners were asleep on B deck, third 
deck down, and were roused by 
running feet as other passengers 
fled partly dressed and jumped 
overboard. 

Mrs. Bremner said the fire 
started in the ship’s beer garden. 

“It was bedlam,” she related. 
We ran out when we saw the 
emoke and flames and we jumped 
on the dock.” 

Two officers jumped over the 
bow as flames roared down on 
them. One of the passengers said, 
“The skipper took another officer 
and went along to as many cabins 
as be could to try to make sure 
that the passengers were aroused.

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A sudden gust of wind sent a 


superstructure, setting the Ha- 
monic ablaze. The same wind, 
meanwhile, had fanned the dock 
nto flames. 

Capt. H. L. Beaton ordered the. 
mooring cables chopped and 
backed his ship into the St. Clair 
river channel. There as the fire 
swept across the decks of. the 
Hamonic, passengers began leap- 
ing the 50 feet to the water. 

At this point, Capt. Beaton or- 
dered full speed ahead and 
steered for the shore. The Ha- 
monic crashed into the bank. Its 
prow was buried 20 feet and the 
vessel held. fast. 

By then, the fire had reached 
amidships and escape from the 
stern was impossible. 

Those on the prow faced a des- 
perate choice. To jump meant 
serious injuries. To remain meant 
certain death. 

It was then that a dockman, 
Elmer Kleinsmith, raced to the 
controls of a giant dock crane 
and moved its boom over the ship. 
Seven times he scooped up loads 
of humanity. When he had fin- 
ished, more than 100 persons had 
been carried to safety. 

Astern, scores of other passen- 
gers were trapped. They began 
sliding down ropes and jumping 
into the water. Crewmen, who re- 
mained behind to be seriously 
burned, helped passengers to safe- 
ty aboard small crafts from Sar- 
nia and Port Huron, Mich., which 
waited to pick them from the wa- 
ter.

erans changed tke face value of 
their policies several times and 
many allowed them to lapse sev- 
eral. times. VA has the exact 
dates of these changes, but few 
veterans are believed to have kept 
accurate records. 

The dividend will be paid at the 
same rate on both term and con- 


verted policies. It is not subject 
to income tax. Veterans must ap- 
ply for it. 

Application blanks are available 
at all postoffices and veterans 
centers, Some 12,000,000 already 
have been sent in. 

VA officials pointed out that 
while the typical monthly premium 
on. term insurance at age 21 is 
$1.25 for ordinary commercial life 
insurance, that for national serv- 
ice life insurance was 65 cents. 
Now the dividend rate on such 
a policy is 55 cents, making for 
extremely cheap insurance for the 
veterans. 

The formula does not apply to 
insurance on a permanent plan 
which has been surrendered for a 
reduced paid-up amount. Such 
cases will be calculated separately. 

Under present VA plans, full 
credit toward the dividend will be 
given to former air cadets and 
other aviation trainees for the 
time when the Government paid 
the insurance premiums for them. 

The free insurance was offered 
during the war on account of the 
hazards the youth encountered. 

The Comptroller General has ob- 
jected to the dividend payments 
for such time, classing the insur- 
ance coverage as a He esti-

Security Council Refuses to 
Order Commission to Re- 
sume Discussions. 


LAKE SUCCESS, 'N-Y.,. Sept. 17 
(AP)—The Security Couneil re- 
fused yesterday to direct the Unit- 
ed Nations Atomic Energy Com- 
mission to resume its efforts to 
set up an atomic control system. 

Instead the council decided .to 
send on to the 59-nation General 
Assembly without comment the 
commission’s conclusions that it 
would be useless to go ahead with 
atomic discussions in view of the 
east-west deadlock, 

The test came when-Russia pro- 
posed, formally that the Council 


direct the Atemic Commission to 


go ahead with the talks regardless 
of its current difficulties. Only 
Russia and the Soviet Ukraine sup- 
ported the Soviet resbdlution. The 
other nine members abstained.

The jury charged that for 1943 
McDaniel reported net income of 
$2675 and paid taxes of $361, when 
actually his taxable income 
amounted to $10,362 and the tax 
should have totaled $2625. The 
following year, it charged, he re- 
ported a net income $3131 and 
paid a tax of $507, when his re- 
turn should have reported income 
of $14,720 and taxes of $4566 due. 
For the year 1945, the indictment 
continued, McDaniel reported net 
income of $197 and no tax due, 
when actually he had a taxable 
‘income of $20,343 and should have 
paid taxes totaling $7507. 
LaCroix is charged with report- 
ing net income $3136 for 1943 and 
paid taxes of $446, when actually 
his net income was $10,733 and 
the taxes due $2767. For 1944, it 
is charged, he reported taxable 
income of $3386 and paid taxes of 
$571, instead of reporting $14,975 
income and a total of $4683 due. 
For 1945, the indictment con- 
tinued, he reported net income of

actually he had a net income of

Too Big to Handle? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

D. A. B. takes me to task for pointing 
out the razzle-dazzle of American Tele- 
phone’s insisting on a net gain of more 
than 4 per cent on billions of dollars 
just for the operation of transforming 
debt capital invested in A. T. & T. to 
equity capital invested in subsidiaries 
such as Southwestern Bell. He drags 
Karl Marx and “Marxian dialectics” into 
the discussion. 

If questioning some of A. T. & T. 
operations makes a Marxist of one, our 
Congress of the 308 is indicted. It 
ordered an investigation of this financial 
octopus. Our present Justice Depart- 
ment must also be Marxist. It is prose- 
cuting a charge that A. T. & T. is bilk- 
ing the public through unlawful monop- 
olistic practices. 

D. A. B.’s letter ventures into the field 
of fact only with regard to the steady 
payment of a $9 dividend since 1922. I 
did not challenge their beneficence to 
stockholders. But in maintaining this 
lush treatment “during the darkest days 
of the depression” they contributed 
heavily to the depth and extent of the 
depression itself; 185,000 workers (40 
per cent of the total work force) were 
laid off. Those remaining on the job 
were part-timed. Drastic speed-up wa 
inflicted. : 

My letter made the point that no state 
commission controlled A. T. & T.’s sur- 
plus above dividend payments. D. A. B. 
emphasizes this. In one third of the 
years since 1922, he says, A. T. & T. 
didn’t earn their dividend. Since this 
multi-billion colossus could hardly ever 
come out exactly on a consistent $9 
earned per share, what D. A. B. is actu- 
ally telling us is that in two thirds of 
the years since 1922 A. T. & T. made 
surplus profits above dividend payments. 

D. A. B. speaks of enormous sums 
paid out of reserve for research, devel- 
opment, etc. Come now! These are 
handled through Bell Laboratories, 
underwritten jointly by A. T. & T. 
through the license contract fees (out- 
lawed in other utilities) charged to sub- 
sidiary companies, and by Western Elec- 
trie (whose fabulous profits are now 


under examination by the government), 


a wholly-owned A. T. & T. property. 

“Collective bargaining should mean 
collective good,” says D. A. B. Agreed! 
But it takes two parties to put it across. 
And telephone management repeats sor- 
did history. In the midst of its trum- 
peted expansion boom, telephone work- 
ers are again being laid off. The speed- 
up is on again. Government surveys 
with 1939 as the key year show tele- 
phone workers to be relatively worse off 
than any major group of workers— 
twenty-second of 22 industries surveyed!

Precaution vs. Freedom 


A proposal for tightening up the municipal 
civil service law has been submitted to the 
Board of Freeholders. This is a reminder that, 
where civil service is concerned, the freeholders 
face perhaps their most difficult job of. recon- 
ciling theory and practice. 

The purpose of all civil service codes is to in- 
sure honest and efficient public service by plac- 
ing public servants beyond the pressures of 
spoils politics. To do so, most of the codes put 
more or less severe restrictions on the political 
rights of publie servants. 

Extreme civil service advocates would deny 
public servants almost all political activities ex- 
cept that of voting. Such an attitude is open 
to questioning. For example, should not public 
servants make some of the most experienced 
candidates for elective public office? 

The proposal before the freeholders, how- 


ever, would not allow such a public servant to 


be a candidate unless he resigned his position. 


Many a man is unwilling to take the gamble of 


running for office at such a cost. Quite aside 
from any curtailment of his rights, does the 
community gain by this restriction? 


The proposal also would forbid all those in 


the “classified” services to make political con- 
tributions, voluntarily or otherwise. There is, 
too, an all-embracing ban against the circulation 
of petitions and other activities on behalf of 
any candidate for a public or party office, fed- 
eral, state, county or municipal. This might well 
silence those who know most about a candidate 
or the office he is seeking. 

There is, of course, another side to the pic- 
ture. Public positions, even if non-elective, can 
be used to put improper pressure on voters, or 
to extort campaign contributions. Unless public 
employes are protected, they can be forced to 
pay political “lugs,” to do political favors, and 
to run political errands. The abuses of machine 
politics are an old story. The question is whether 
they can be avoided only by turning public em- 
ployes into second-class citizens.

A fundamental attitude, it seems to us, is here 


involved. There are those who for practical 
purposes consider all politics to be bad. So they 


Want to take as many persons as possible out of 


politics. They are even willing to run the risk 
of creating a bureaucracy which is beyond the 
reach of the elected representatives of the peo- 
ple. They do not give much weight to political 
rights. But can desirable citizens be attracted 
to the public service under such conditions? 

Decisions in this field should be made with 
open eyes and a worldly mind. Precautions 
against corruption are necessary. But due con- 
sideration should be given to middle-of-the-road 
suggestions. As one example, the freeholders 
have before them the suggestion that a public 
employe be required to take a leave of absence 
rather than to resign if he wants to run for of- 
fice. It has also been suggested that bans against 
political activities by city workers be confined to 
contests for municipal offices. Probably any 
prohibition, moderate or severe, will he circum- 
vented on occasion by ruthless politicians. - So, 
more thought might be given to severe punish- 
ments for corrupt practices. 

Neither such laws nor civil service regulations 
have succeeded up to now in absolutely purify- 
ing politics. They have made their contribu- 
tions and both devices should be used. In the 
end, however, the moral level of politics de- 


pends on the attitude of the community. This 


can hardly be raised by making a keen. interest 
in politics impossible for any considerable num- 
ber of citizens. The freeholders must search 
their own experience and conscience for a 


balance between precaution and freedom. 
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An Airport Close to Downtown 
Parks Airport, across the river at Cahokia, has 
come to the fore as a proposed site for an ad- 
ditional St. Louis air terminal. A plan is ad- 
vanced by the officials of the City of East St. 
Louis whereby that community would buy Parks 
Airport and then lease it to St. Louis.

Post-Dispatch, Sept. 13, 1949. 

Judge Ward’s words, are dramatically under- 
lined by the tragedy of the five ‘teen-agers who 
were killed in an early-morning crash two 
months ago. They are underlined by the fact 
that a 15 to 20 per cent increase in automobile 


liability rates on cars operated by drivers under 


the age of 25 has been approved by the New 


York State Insurance Department. 

The nation-wide “traffic toot” foreseen by the 
New York State Sheriff Association five years 
ago has come about. In its forefront. it seems 
evident, are ‘teen-agers and slightly older 
youngsters. Witness the 150 youthful speed 
demons in hot-rod racers who terrorized mo- 
torists in Los Angeles. 

What can be done about it? 

The New York State Sheriff Association's 
recommendations of five years ago proposed 
annual safety inspections of the equipment of 
automobiles that has to do with safety. This 
would: go further than Judge Werd’s proposal 


that the police reinstate their headlight-testing — 


stations at strategic points. 

A number of cities operate safety lanes, which 
every. car must go through annually, for tests 
of headlights, rear lights, brakes, horn, wheel 
alignment, steering gear, etc. Safety lanes 
ought to operate in St. Louis and all over Mis- 
souri. They are more than worth the small fee 
charged to the motorists. 

Other recommendations which the Sheriff 
Association made were for improved illumina- 
tion on heavily traveled roads, and for the 
posting of speed limit signs on all highways. 
These too should be helpful in curing St. Louis’ 
traffic toot. 

The grand jury which Judge Ward has im- 
paneled will earn the gratitude of the entire 
community if it will go into the matter with the 


kind of cold determination that can save lives.

His 
great girth often rippled as the former Presi- 
dent and Chief Justice heard an amusing story.

Victory for Reciprocal Trade 

The final Senate vote to continue the Recip- 
rocal Trade Agreements Act was an anticlimax, 
so that only 19 irreconcilables said Nay. Among 
them—naturally—-was James P. Kem of Mis- 
souri. It is one more evidence that this gentle- 
man’s views were out of date in McKinley’s 
time, orfe more in the long roll of good reasons 
to retire him in 1952. i 

The real test came on the so-called peril 
point“ amendment. The Eightieth Congress had 
fastened this accessory to the law last year, 
and every Republican Senator present voted to 
keep it fastened on. The “peril point” enabled the 
federal Tariff Commission to decide how far the 
President could go in reciprocal tariff conces- 
sions without damaging American industries, 
and he could cut below those points only on pain 
of justifying himself to Congress. 

The “peril point” was struck off, 43 to 38. 


This is fortunate, for the law and atmosphere in 


which the Tariff Commission operates are in- 
fected with the old notion that foreign competi- 
tion should be hobbled. at all costs. The Ad- 
ministrations in office since the Reciprocal 
Trade Act became law in 1934 have been prop- 
erly mindful of American industry’s welfare, but 
they have also shown the necessary recognition 
that expanding trade is a vital purpose for the 
foreign policy of the world’s richest and most 
industrialized nation. : 

By even narrower margins, the Senate turned 
down a proposal to put import quotas on furs 
and a particularly improvident amendment. (by 
oil-scented Elmer Thomas of Oklahoma) to limit 
petroleum imports to 5 per cent of American 
consumption—thereby using up the nation’s 
vital oil reserves so much the faster. Narrowly 
though the crippling amendments were defeated, 
the Senate’s session on reciprocal trade ended 
up a fine day’s work.

Rogers never lost

enough, when he was Will Regen 
trying to talk people out of the depression, 
he himself became a millionaire. Starting 
with a lariat swinging cowboy act, he made 
himself the star ever to appear in 
the Ziegfeld Follies, and he achieved simi- 
lar peaks in the movies and the radio. 


Though no comedian has turned up since 
with Rogers’ ability to relax a nervous na- 
tion, many of the things which the gum- 
chewing Oklahoman said in the 1930s are 
still applicable. Some of our national prob- 
lems are not at all new. Many of them ex- 
isted in Rogers’ day. Communism, for ex- 
ample. “Communism to me,” said Rogers, 


“is one third practice and two thirds ex-

Of 
his own political beliefs, Rogers said, I'm 
not a member of an organized party—I’m 
a Democrat.” As such, he loved to rib the 
Republicans, but he did it in such a way 
that they laughed as hard as anybody.

“A Republican,” Rogers explains, “wants 
politics to be known as his sideline. Hg 
wants to work at it, but he wants people to 
believe he don’t have to, Anyone can be a 
Republican when the market is up, but 
when stocks is selling for no more than 
they're worth, I'll tell you, being a Republi- 
can is a sacrifice.” 

Of our Government itself, Rogers said: 
“We are a nation that runs in spite of and 
not on account of our Government. We 
shouldn’t elect a President. We should 
elect a magician.” 

Our foreign deals, he said, are “like an 
open book, especially a checkbook. Now 
France wants to get in on the debt settle- 
ment on, account of them paying nothing, 
as it is, under the new settlement we are to 
start paying them.” 


Rogers had some advice: “This is only a 
suggestion, and I doubt if it could be car- 
ried out, but I think some work on those 
farms wouldn't be a bad solution to their 
problems.” 

Rogers respected no. sacred cows. He 
once addressed a bankers’ convention—“as 
fine a group of men as ever foreclosed a 
mortgage on a widow.” Opposing prohibi- 
tion: “If we must sin, let's sin quick, and 
don’t let it be a long, lingering sinning.” 

Even in those days, too, people were de- 
bating What's wrong with the movies?”

Ching Hopes to Find a 
Common Ground on 
Which to Iron Out Dif. 
ferences Before Sept. 25 
Strike Deadline. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 17 


(AP) — The CIO United Steel 


Workers and steel companies have 
agreed to meet in Washington 


Monday to mediate the industry’s 
contract dispute. 

The session was called by Cyrus 
S. Ching, federal mediation chief, 
in an effort to avert a strike of 
steel production workers set for 
Sept. 25 

United States Steel Corp.—“ Big 
Steel,“ the bellwether of the indus- 
try- already has agreed to attend 
the meeting. Bethlehem and Re- 
public Steel and others have 
joined in the acceptance. There 
have been no refusals. 

Object of Conference. 

Object of the conference is to 
find a common ground on which 
the union and the steel companies 
can meet to iron out their dif- 
ferences. 

What common ground Ching 
has in mind he has not yet dis- 
closed. 

The steel workers, through their 
president, Philip Murray, have ac- 
cepted in full the report. of a fact- 
finding board named by President 
Truman. 

The board ruled against a 
fourth-round wage increase, but 
recommended a 10-cent hourly 
package for insurance and pen- 
sions. 

Murray has made acceptance of 
these findings a basis for further 
negotiations, but the steel com- 
panies almost unanimously say 
“ae 

None of the steel companies 
have flatly refused to accept the 


they are willing to negotiate if 
not committed in advance to pay- 
ing the full cost of pensions and 
insurance. 

The companies seek a plan in 
which the workers as well as the 
employers will share the cost. 
United States Steel has said it 
will pay up to four cents an hour. 
Inland Steel of Chicago has of- 
fered a plan which it says would 
cost the company 10 cents an 
hour, but it demands employe par-, 
ticipation. 

It is this fundamental differ- 
ence of opinion that Ching must 
overcome in conferences starting 
Monday. 

Most of the major steel compa- 
_ nies already have told Murray how 
they feel. Late yesterday Repub- 
lic Steel Corp. wired Murray it 
would not accept the fact-finding 
board recommendations as a pre- 
requisite to resuming bargaining. 

“We have grave doubts regard- 
ing soundness board’s recommen- 
dation,” the telegram said, “in- 
cluding the recommendation social 
insurance and pension should be 
financed solely by the employer.” 

Republic said it was ready to 
resume bargaining but that it be- 
lieved an insurance program 
should be financed jointly with 
the company chipping in up to 
four cents an hour. 

Youngstown’s Reply. 

Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co., 
through its president, Frank Pur- 
nell, wired: 

“We have advised your repre- 
sentative of our willingness to 
start immediately with collective 
bargaining on the question of so- 
cial insurance with obligations by 
the company of participating sub- 
stantially in a contributory plan 
to cover the cost.”

St. Ann’s Catholic Church, historic landmark of Normandy, as 
demolition progresses to make way for a modern, larger struc- 
ture on the same site at 7532 Natural Bridge road. 


Razing of St. Ann’s Catholic 
Church, 7532 Natural Bridge road, 
a landmark of the Normandy area 
since 1855, was progressing today 
to make way for a modern and 
much larger church. A drive by 
parishioners to preserve the his- 
toric structure failed to provide 
funds needed, it was announced 
by the Rev. Frederick J. Sprenke, 
pastor of the church. 

A wooden church, first in the 
area, was built on the site in 1854, 
and it was superseded the follow- 
ing year by a stone structure built 
by Father Pierre Jean DeSmet, 
famous pioneer missionary to the 
Indians. Ground for the church 
was given by Mrs. Anne Lucas 
Hunt, great-grandmother of Reg- 
inald C. Hunt, a parishioner of 
the church, who lives at 7724 
Augusta avenue. 

Hunt circulated petitions among 
civic-spirited residents of the area 
in the hope of saving the old 
church after demolition had been 
approved in February 1948. 

“It is regrettable to lose this 
link with the past, since St. Ann’s 
was the first church here, serving 
as a nucleus for about 16 Catholic 


schools, convents, orphanages, 
monasteries and other churches,” 
Father Sprenke said. “For many, 
it will seem like the passing of an 
era. The old church has associa- 
tions for all of us.“ 

Father Sprenke said there Was 
no other course open after plans 
had been appreved and drawn for 
a new church to be on the same 
site. “No other site was available,” 
he said. 

The demolition, which is being 
done by the Aalco Wrecking Co., 
is expected to be completed about 
Sept. 24. The bell tower was taken 
down today, and the roof had been 
removed earlier. 

The new church, designed by 
Joseph Murphy, dean of the 
School of Architecture of Wash- 
ington University, will seat 900 
persons, in contrast with the 160 
accommodated by the old church. 
The structure will be placed 
farther back from the street and 
will include a rectory. Total cost 
is estimated at between $500,000 
and $600,000, including roads, 
parking lots and contents. Com- 
pletion is expected by October 
1950.

City Hospital’s Wards Full— 
Court to Be Asked to 
Study Problem. 


Tuberculosis patients from St. 
Louis county no longer will be 
admitted to City Hospital because 
the wards are filled, county health 
authorities were. notified yester- 


day by Dr. W. E. Hennerich, act- 
ing hospital commissioner of St. 
Louis. Since patients are ad- 
mitted to Koch Hospital through 
City Hospital, this closes both city 
institutions to county patients. 
The county was asked to ar- 
range for removal of six patients 
from, City Hospital as soon as pos- 
sible. Should beds become avail- 
able later, county patients will be 
admitted once more, it was ex- 
plained. 

Because of a shortage of physi- 
cians at the Missouri State Sana- 
torium at Mount Vernon, the 
county was notified three weeks 
ago it could send no more pa- 
tients to the state institution. 

Dr. Herbert Domke, county 
health commissioner, and Dr. 
Curtis Lohr, superintendent of 
County Hospital, said the county 
faces a serious health problem, 
having no place to send tubercu- 
losis patients now. In emer- 
gency, County Hospital would ac- 
cept a patient, although it has no 
facilities 49 it was 
pointed The County Court will 
be asked to study the problem. 


WHOLESALE PRICE 
AVERAGE CLIMBS 
1.2 PCT. IN A WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 (up 
Average wholesale prices climbed 
1.2 per cent in the week ending 
Sept. 13, with food prices leading 
the way up, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported last night. 

The new rise left the bureau's 
wholesale price index 1.8 per cent 
higher than it was four weeks ago, 
but still 9 per cent under last 
year’s figure. 

Food prices were up 2.9 per cent 
in the week. The bureau noted 
that the price of steers at Chicago 
reached a new high for 1949 and 
coffee prices at wholesale reached 
a new postwar high. Breaking 
down the general food price rise 
into categories, the bureau said 
grains were up 1.9 per cent, live- 
stock 2.7, and meat 4.8 per cent. 
While the survey covered prices 
at the wholesale level only, offi- 
cials pointed out that the in- 
creases—particularly in foods— 
probably would be reflected in the 
retail prices paid by consumers 
within a short time.

Construction With U.S. and 
Private Funds to Begin in 
This School Year. 


St. Louis University will begin 
construction within the current 
academic year of a new cancer re- 
search hospital for which the uni- 
versity has been granted $625,000 
by the United States Public 
Health Service, it was announced 
today by Dr. Melvin A. Casberg, 
dean of the university’s medical 
school. 

The amount is the largest single 
grant of its type in the history of 
the university.

FLYER BAILS OUT 
OF JET GOING MORE 
THAN 600 M. P. H. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 (AP)— 

A young pilot recently bailed out 
of a jet plane going more than 
600 miles an hour and lived to tell 
about it, the Navy disc sed last 
night. 
Officials believe this is the 
highest speed at which any man 
has escaped from an airplane and 
survived. 

Lt. Jack L. Fruin, Elmhurst, 
III., a Navy fighter pilot, based at 
Cecil Field, Fla, was flying at 
40,000 feet in a heavy overcast 
about 25 miles south of Charles- 
ton, S. C., on Aug. 9 when his St. 
Louis-made Banshee twin jet fight- 
er went out of control. 

The plane went into a high 
speed spiral dive at more than 600 
miles an hour. It lost 10,000 feet 
before Fruin could escape. 

To get free of the plane he used 
a mechanical bailout device, a 
pilot ejector seat. A power charge 
actually blows the seat and pilot 
out of the plane. 

Fruin reported that the ejector 
worked smoothly. After the seat 
was clear of the plane—a matter 
of seconds—Fruin detached it. 
Then he opened his parachute. He 
landed in water about 30 feet from 
the shore, and swam to safety. 

He suffered a fracture of the 
knee, which has now healed.

Reason for these backstage 

qualms is a growing fear the 
measure may prove a delayed- 
action political bombshell in next 
year’s Congressional elections. 
„ Virtually nothing has been 
heard about this bill since it was 
steam-rollered through the House 
three months ago, aided by a large 
number of absentees. Both these 
absentees and the blanket of si- 
lence in the Senate are not acci- 
dents. 

The Congressmen ducked be- 
cause they didn’t want to be on 
record on this potentially explo- 
sive issue. The carefully main- 
tained Senate silence is due to the 
same reason. 

There is political dynamite in 
the bill on several scores. 

One is the general “setdiing 
down” of the national economy 
with its accompanying conside 
able body of unemployed, the de- 
cline in farm prices, and labor’s 
difficulties in putting over a fourth 
wave of pay increases, Another, is 
a bill to raise the pay of low- 
income civil service workers, such 
as postal employes, only $117 to 
$195 a year. 

This is not an Administration 
measure. In fact, it has got as 
far as it has only through “grass 
roots” pressure. In contrast to 
the Administration’s bill carrying 
$5000-$10,000 increases, the Civil 
Service measure is politically em- 
barrassing. 


* * * 

BIG DOUGH — President Tru- 
man’s argument for his bill is 
that it is necessary to persuade 
high-calibered men to take key 
appointive jobs. 

This was the contention used in 
the House and it will be repeated 
in the Senate. It may prove equal- 
ly effective there. But the going 
will be a lot rougher than it was 
in the House, where the bill was 
skidded through under a tightly- 
restricted debate rule. There will 
be plenty of discussion in the 
Senate. That’s why Democratic: 
leaders are worried. 

They know two things: 

One, that Republican strategy is 
to let the Administration take full 
responsibility for this measure. 
Two, that the salary increases will 
look mighty big out on the 
hustings. 

Regardless of the merits of the 
increases, they tower startlingly 
against the income of the average 
voter, particularly to the farmer 
whose prices are down, the job- 
less, the worker who didn’t get a 
pay raise, and Civil Service em- 
ployes who will get $125, if they 
get it.

PROPOSED BOOSTS — What 
little has been said about the bill 
has been carefully focused on 
cabinet salaries. These are $25,000 
from $15,000 for secretaries; $20,- 
000 from $10,000-$12,000 for under 
secretaries; $15,000 from $10,000 
for assistant secretaries.

Georgia Supreme Court Upholds : 
Law to Restrict Voting by Negroes 


Talmadge Measure Provides for Complete 
New State-Wide Registration Under 
Stiffer Qualifications. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 17 (AP)— 
A Georgia law designed to restrict 
Negro voting was upheld yester- 
day by the’ State Supreme Court. 

The law, which calls for com- 
plete reregistration of Georgia 
voters, was Gov. Herman Tal- 
madge’s pet measure in the 1949 
session of the Legislature. 

It fulfilled his campaign promise 
to halt the “evils of bloc voting,” 
the Governor declared. He ex- 


plained he meant the lining up of 
Negroes to vote en masse in a 
controlled bloc. 

Talmadge asserted if he couldn't 
have an all-white election, he 
wanted one “just as white as we 
can get it.“ 

The law wiped from the lists 
Georgia’s 1,200,000 registered 
voters—including 120,000 Negroes— 
and ordered a complete new regis- 
tration under stiffened qualifica- 
tions. 

Through admittedly aimed at 
Negro voting, the act is so worded 
that race or discrimination is not 
mentioned. 

Opponents of the act charged 
it gave registrars power to cen- 
sor voting rights of Georgians and 
provided fof discrimination against 
Negroes. No specific cases were 
cited. * 

The court, in a unanimous rul- 
ing, declared: “The mere possibil- 
ity that the board of registrars 
under this statute may act ar- 


bitrarily or recklessly in admin- 
istering the law and thereby vio- 
late constitutional rights, is not a 


ground for declaring the act as a 
whole unconstitutional.” 


Four Indicted in Alabama on Civil 
Rights Charges. 

- MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 17 
(AP)—A policeman and three 
former officers were indicted yes- 
terday on federal charges of vio- 
lating the civil rights of 10 Ne- 
groes and one white man. 

Two Negroes sat on the federal 
grand jury which returned the in- 
dictments. 

Former Florala Chief of Police 
Thomas I. Gantt was named in 
three separate indictments. 

A Tallahassee policeman, Cecil 
Orris Thrash, was indicted on a 
charge of shooting Amos Star to 
death when allegedly trying to ar- 
rest him on suspicion of having 
committed a misdemeanor. 

Charges of beating up Paul A. 
Patrick, a white man, last Decem- 
ber were placed against two for- 
mer Montgomery policemen, Wil- 
liam D. Durben and Winkler 
Campbell. 

Gantt is accused of whipping 
five Negroes with a rubber hose 
or a similar instrument in August 
1947 when attempting to make 
them confess to a criminal offense. 
He also was charged in another 
indictment with forcing Willie 
Billups, a Negro, to work out an 
alleged debt for him. 

A third indictment accused 
Gantt, Pat Grimes and Harold 
Kelley, also of Florala, of con- 
spiring to transport three Negroes 
to Florala from Fort Walton, 
Fla., and forcing them to work 
against their will

San Francisco Meeting to 
Discuss Politics, Land, 
Water and Jobs. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 17 (AP) 
—San Francisco hasn’t seen so 
many Democratic leaders since the 
party’s 1920 convention here. 

They are in town for the west- 
ern states Democratic conference 
tomorrow and Monday. An esti- 
mated 1000 Democrats from 11 
states, Hawaii and Alaska will set 
in on a busy round of panel dis- 
cussions, speeches and banquets. 

Theme of the off season get-to- 
gether is “land, water and jobs.” 
The conference is intended as a 
“voice of the west”—to tell Wash- 
ington of the fast stepping growth 
and the problems of the big area 
stretching from the Rockies to the 
Pacific.

Of U.S. Atomic 
Policy on Way 


Statement Will Be 
in Report Clear- 
ing Lilienthal. 


By DORIS FLEESON 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 17. 


HE report of the Congression- 
al Joint Committee on Atomic © 
Energy regarding the opera- 
tions and management of the 
Atomic Energy Committee will 
completely clear AEC Chairman 
David Lilienthal and his colleagues 
of Senator Hickenlooper’s charges 
of “incredible mismanagement.” 


Mistakes will be admitted and 
suggestions made for improved se- 
curity and other procedures. Faults 
about which evidence was devel- 
oped will not be glossed over, but 
the conclusions will stand out as 
a vindication of the commission. 


Those familiar with the report as 
it is now being written do not ex- 
pect Hickenlooper, ranking Re- 
publican on the committee and for 
years its chairman, to sign it. The 
question is how many of his col- 
leagues he can get to join him in 
a minority report. — 

Inquiry In Lagged. 
Toward the“conclusion of the 
investigation inspired By Hicken- 
looper’s virulent indictment of 
Lilienthal, it proved impossible to 
get a quorum of the committee to- 
gether. The evidence had petered 
out, the newspapers grew indiffer- 
ent, and committee members did 
not even bother to put in an ap- 
pearance. After five attempts to 
stage a formal conclusion, Chair- 
man McMahon declared the hear- 
ings closed and ordered the staff 


to work on a report of them. 


Present plans are that the report 
shall go much further than an ex- 
position of the Hickenlooper 
charges and answers to them, 
McMahon has a messianic zeal 
about the great new force with 
which the human race can now 
so easily destroy itself. His fear 
has been not that this democracy 
would talk too much about it but 
that it would not take the time 
and pains to understand the Pan- 
dora’s box it has opened. 


A full review of atomic policy 
as contained in the McMahon Act, 
which puts atomic energy under 
civilian control, is now contem- 
plated. The goals for peacetime 
use which are very gradually 
being attained, will be described. 


The most vexing problem of all 
in atomic energy is security— 
which was the real heart of the 
Hickenlooper charges. The Sen- 
ator attacked commission care- 
lessness, security procedures, etc. 

The portion of the report that 
deals with this aspect will doubt- 
less be the most controversial. 


Atomic Isolationism. 


Actually there is considerable 
atomic isolation in Congress. for: 
which Hickenlooper is spokes- 
man. The degree to which Sena- 
tor Vandenberg sympathizes with 
it is a question; it is believed that 
an offhand anti-Lilienthal com- 
ment by Vandenberg set off Hick- 
enlooper. The hearings disclosed 
also that this group has a fellow-, 
traveler on the commission itself, 
Adm, Lewis Strauss. 


In a rather confused episode 
recently, Hickenlooper was report- 
ed to have told an American Le- 
gion convention session that the 
military. should have greater con- 
trol over atomic energy. McMahon 
promptly reasserted the principle 
of civilian control and Hicken- 
looper formally stated that he had 
been misquoted, that he too was 
for civilian control. 


Officially the military does not 
want back control of dtomic 
energy or even the bomb stock- 
pile which is now AEC property. 
However, it seems indisputable 
that there is a faction in the mili- 
tary and on Capitol Hill which 
keeps hinting, that democratic

In an inter- 
view he agreed with Mayor Fletch- 
er Bowron of Los Angeles and 
Mayor De Lesseps S. Morrison of 
New Orleans as to the need for 
an organized campaign against 
organized crime. Bowron disclosed 
yesterday that he had appealed 
personally to President Truman 
for federal help in the campajgn. 

Peterson mailed to Mayor Mor- 
rison today a summary of lawless- 
ness throughout the nation which 
he prepared at Morrison’s request. 
Costello’s name appeared several 
times in the summary, he said. 

Morrison and Bowron have ac- 
cused Costello of masterminding 
an attempt to gain political con- 
trol of New Orleans, Los Angeles 
and other cities: In New York, Cos- 
tello described the charges as 
“poppycock and fiction.” 

He Calls It “Fiction.”

Betts, who had 
caused a disturbance at the tavern, 
but was captured several 
hours later hiding in the vault of 
an outdoor privy at the rear of 
the tavern. 

Betts admitted killing Kissel- 
bach and shooting Mason and 
Baur, in a preliminary hearing be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Xavier 
Bertelsmann in Belleville. He is be- 
ing held without bond in the St. 
Clair county jail. 

Mason lived at 406 North Eighty- 
second street. He had been a con- 
stable for four years.

Monsanto Chemical Co. reported 
today that Missouri Pacific pick- 
ets again prevented Manufac- 
turers’ Railway Freight trains 
from entering or leaving the plant 
at 1700 South Second street. The 
Plant is served normally by both 
railroads. Tank cars were to be 
brought into the plant today, but 
there was no rail movement. 
Trains of the Santa Fe and 
Rock Island railroads were de- 
layed last night at Atchison, Kan., 
as a result of the Missouri Pa- 
cific picketing. 

Pickets patrolled tracks used by 
all railroads leading to a Missouri 
river hridge at Atchison. Rock 
Island freight train was 
for three and a half hours. Its 
crew refused to cross the picket 
line. Finally, Rock Island officers 


drove the train to Atchison. A 
Santa Fe train, operating between 
Topeka, Kan. and St. Joseph, was 
delayed briefly. Santa Fe officials 
from Atchison took the train 
through the picket line. 

“We don’t want to stop other 
railroads,” Roy E. Davidson, 
spokesman for the brotherhoods, 
asserted today. Misunderstand- 
ings by pickets and by crews of 
other railroads cause those inci- 
dents. Fellows on other railroads 
won't cross our picket lines, but 
those crews should take their 
trains through. We have no dis- 
pute with other railroads and 
don’t intend to stop them.” 

A spokesman for the Missouri 
Pacific said today the strike has 
cost the railroad about $4,000,000 
in revenue and has cost employes 
about $2,000,000 in wages so far. 
The figures were estimates based 
on July revenue and expenses. 
Besides the 5000 operating em- 
ployes on strike, about 20,000 non- 
operating employes have been 
laid off, their jobs “abolished” by 
the railroad. 

Davidson, taking cognizance of 
the railroad’s figures on the strike 
cost, said: “Already the strike has 
cost the Missouri Pacific many 
times the amount of the claims 
involved—less than $3,000,000. In 
trying to beat us out of just 
claims, they have already lost 
much mor.“ 

Arkansas cities served by the 
Cotton Belt and the Missouri Pa- 
cific reported impaired rail serv- 
ice yesterday, the result of~picket- 
ing of Cotton Belt trains in East 
St. Louis by Missouri Pacific strik- 
ers. Among the cities were Pine 
Bluff, Texarkana, Paragould, 
Jonesboro, Stuttgart and Camden. 
A mine near Russellville, served 
only by the Missouri Pacific, has 
closed. 

In Little Rock, Ark., mail for 
Arkansas cities was moved in 
United States mail trucks that 
went through picket lines. Later 
the mail was transferred to Co- 
lumbia Transport Co. trucks at 
an “undisclosed point.” Yesterday 
mast was delayed when Missouri 
Pacific strikers established their 
Picket line at Union Station.

ON THE OTHER HAND the eating very like- 
ly is being done mysteriously in order to concéal 
it from the child. What is being eaten probably 
would disagree with the child or spoil its appe- 
tite sd that it will not consume green vegetables, 
or milk or an egg at the next meal. 

The eater is therefore tempted to reply, “Noth- 
ing.” But, in all probability, the child, no mat- 
ter how little, is much too intelligent to believe 
that. It will continue to ask embarrassing ques- 
tions and demand proof. The upshot very likely 
will be that the child will discover that some- 
thing actually is being eaten and that the older 
person has been trying to deceive it.
